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Should We Encourage It? 

In these most critical days of our nation when 
each and every one of us is doing everything in his power 
to meet the needs of the country, it s confusing and dis- 
heartening to sec "politics" crop out "as usual" in key 
places. 

Knowingly or unknowingly, the war i> being used 
to promote the doctrine of state socialism tinder the guise 
of war emergency. The grandiose billion-dollar Rivers and 
Harbors Bill, a now high in pork barrel technique, cloaks 
many pet political projects to put the government into 
competition with, or to eliminate private enterprise in 
various fields. Most of the projects would never be fin- 
ished before the present crisis is past, and would me vast 
quantities of material and man power now indispensable 
to maximum war effort. 

A renewed drive is on to set up an enlarged 
Columbia Valley Authority having not only jurisdiction 
over the government power dams at Bonneville and Grand 
Coulee, but giving it absolute power of life and death over 
the existing privately-owned electric utility industry in 
the Pacific Northwest. 

It is a frightening thing to think about. Not 
because of its effect on the electric industry alone, but 
because it gives otTicialism constantly increasing and ex- 
clusive powers over the property and affairs oi private 
citizens. 

Probably the majority oi people do not under- 
stand that state socialism is the Hitler philosophy. Should I " t j . 
we encourage it here under anv siitse whatsoever? 



many instances 'to outperform those made by our enemies. 
We haven't stopped improving them and our other 
weapons, either. New war inventions are being produced 
all the time. More than 45,000 suggestions "were sent in 
to the Patent Office Last year by American inventors, and 
3,000 of them have ibceti adopted to date. Some of these 
inventions have to i\o with new machines, like the outrig- 
ger tank that is really a rolling fortress, and the ground 
strafer airplane with guns in the ibclly of the plane. Oth- 
ers concern such things as emergency food rations and 
lightweight armored clothing. 

The last war hastened the development of several 
new products — the radio, stainless steel, and dozens of 
new alloys and metals. There's no telling yet what things 
will come out cti today's .shortages and -needs. Necessity is 
the mother of invention, all right, and she gets in some 
good licks in a country like this where inventors are en- 
couraged by industry and by our traditional patent system 
that has been protecting their rights for more than 150 
years.

Continuous Salvage 
Campaign Is Carried 

on at Wright Field 

From the D.>yton (Ohio) Daily 
News the readers learn what is being 
done at Wright Field to salvage ma- 
terials for defense. Under the date of 
July 1 that paper printed the following 
whioh appeared with several pictures, 
one of Major L. D. I'owles, former 
Antioch alderman, who is now post 
quartermaster at Wright Field. 
Says the Dayton News: 
There i< a question dangling from 
the lips of many persons these days 
when the entire American population 
is searching high and low for every 
bit of scrap rubber and metal to con- 
tribute to the war effort. 

That question is "What are the hun- 
dreds of government agencies doing 
to salvage materials?" Charges have 
•been heard that the government is the 
most wasteful of all industries. 

I he answer to this question was 
sought at the government's chinf army 
air force experimental station, Wright 
rield, and these are some of the an- 
swers rhat officials there have pro- 
duced. 

First long ibeTore the general popu- 
lace made any concentrated attempt 
at salvage work, the quartermaster's 
corps in the army and at Wright Field 
were carrying on a continuous salvage 
campaign. 

Sc'cond, the salvage collections" at 
most army depots compare favorably 
with those in private industry: how- 
ever, it is pointed out that at Wright 
Field, where 'only experimental work 
is carried out thc materials to be sal- 
vaged are necessarily small. This is 
because the laboratories are engaged in 
small scale work— not in mass produc- 
tion. 

The salvage operations at the field 
are ,as at other army stations, under 
the direction of the quartermaster's of- 
fice. Maj. Laurel D. IWles, <Vost 
quartermaster at Wright Field, is in 
charge there. 

Over a six month period here are' 
some of the scrap results as compiled 
by Maj. IWles: ,

This scrap is gathered from every I 
station on the field at regular intervals ' 
and is taken to a central point where it 
is sorted as to type. For .instance there 
are piles of rubber (tires, etc.); tin 
cans and containers: aluminum and 
other groups of miscellaneous scrap 
which can not be classified in one 
grouping- because of its quality. 

Alter the scrap is sorted it is baled 
and offered for sale to the highest bid- 
ders. Rubber is sorted and sold rapidly 
at present Maj. Fowles pointed out 
because of its vital role ail the present 
war effort.

EGYPT: 
Defenders Hit Hard 

Even as parliament by a 475 to 25 
majority voted its confidence in 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
after a prolonged debate over the 
Libyan defeat, reports from Egypt 
revealed that British imperials, 
heavily reinforced from the Middle 
East, had struck fiercely at the flank 
and rear of Marshal .Rommel's Axis 
army to counter its assault on the 
main British positions. 

At the same time it was disclosed 
that United States army air force 
and Royal air force planes had un- 
leashed a terrific air offensive 
throughout the eastern Mediterran- 
ean area. In one assault on Mar- 
shal Rommel's supply port of Ben- 
gasi, hundreds of bombers rained 
destruction down on munition dumps 
and equipment concentrations. 

Reinforcements of both men and 
material had strengthened the Brit- 
ish Egyptian position in the battles 
on which rested the fate of Allied 
power in the Mediterranean and 
Middle East. Crucial battle area 
was the 40-mile wide strip of desert 
lying between the impassable Quat- 
tera salt marshes and the Mediter- 
ranean shore.

731,900 tons deadweight had been 
delivered in June and that produc- 
tion was speeding ahead toward a 
level of 900,000 deadweight tons a 
month. 

Admiral Vickery reported that 288 
ships of approximately 2,544,000 
deadweight tons had been delivered 
by American shipyards in the first 
six months of 1942.

How President Roosevelt spent 
$239,500,000 in secret emergency 
funds since the war crisis became 
acute in June, 1940, was revealed 
in an accounting which the Chief Ex- 
ecutivc presented to congress. 

Eighty-seven per cent of the total 
was allocated to the army, the navy, 
maritime commission and Federal 
Loan agency, the President said.

COMMANDOS: 
Strike at Japs 

Serving notice on Tokyo that the 
Australians, the Yanks and the 
Dutch were ready for hit-and-run 
thrusts preparatory to the general 
land offensive which Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur has promised eventual- 
ly, Allied Commandos swept down 
on the big Japanese base at Sala- 
maua, New Guinea. 

Using the elements of surprise 
and terror which have made Com- 
mando raids on Europe so spec- 
tacular, the United Nations' raiders 
slashed through the defense screen 
and carried away prisoners, bootv 
and information about the layout of 
one of the most important Nipponese 
bases in the Southwest Pacific. 
^Salamaua, on the Huon gulf, lies 
170 miles north across New Guinea 
from Port Moresby, last Allied 
outpost north of Australia. It was 
captured by the Japs early in March 
and ever since the enemy has been 
attempting to use it as a base for 
widening their occupation of New 
Guinea. It has served as one of 
the principal air bases for attacks 
against Port Moresby. 

SCRAP: 

U. S. Wants More 

A "new and greatly intensified" 
program that will reach into every 
American home and industrial plant 
and increase the flow of vital scrap 
materials to the nation's war plants 
was announced by War Production 
Chief Donald M. Nelson and Lessing 
J. Rosenwald, chief of the bureau of 
industrial conservation of WPB. 

The new program has a threefold 
objective: 

!T" To co,lect m ctals, and rubber 
and other waste materials which 
will flow through regular channels 
of trade. 

2— To gather up waste kitchen 
fats, such as bacon drippings from 
households via meat dealers. 

3— To collect tin cans in specified 
areas. 

"The immensity of our task," said 
Mr. Nelson, "makes it absolutely 
necessary to step up the tempo of 
our national salvage program." 

REPATRIATION: 

Nazis Break Pact 

Termination of the exchange 
agreement by which more than 1.400 
American nationals were brought 
home from Axis territory in Europe 
resulted when Germany withdrew 
the safe conduct granted the Swed- 
ish liner Drottningholm which had 
clocked at New York with 800 re- 
patriated Americans and alien refu- 
gees. 

The agreement for exchange of 
nationals held by the respective bel- 
ligerent governments had provided 
for continued voyages of the Drott- 
ningholm under safe conduct until 
all Americans held in Europe and 
Germans held here were repatri- 
ated. 

No reason was assigned for Ger- 
many's withdrawal of the safe con- 
duct, but it was understood the 
Nazis cancelled the agreement to 
emphasize its "paper blockade" of 
America. 

Suspicion that the Axis powers 
might be attempting to get sabo- 
teurs or spies into this country in 
the guise of friendly aliens, caused 
the government to institute the most 
rigid scrutiny of passenger creden- 
tials ever conducted in any east- 
ern harbor.
